Without advertising, a free competi- 


tive economy could not exist. With- 
out advertising, the chances are that 
the United States would never have 
become what it is today—the country 
which has produced and distributed 
more goods among its people than 
any other country on earth. 


Hence it is reassuring that Leon 


Henderson, price administrator of the 
OPM, has laid down in very definite 
terms his own feeling on the place 
of advertising in the defense effort 
and the present situation in., general. 
It has been' freely rumored" that Hen- 
derson was antipathetic to advertis- 
ing, 
though he always denied it, and 


that some sort of restrictions might 
be laid down to govern its use. 


Henderson 
in a speech 
at Hot 


Springs, Va., to a group of advertis- 
ing men, not only reiterated his pre- 
vious denials, but laid down some 
eminently 
sensible principles. 


Advertising, he is reported as say- 


ing, 
is the cheapest and most effective 


means 
of 
distributing goods, and 


in an expanding economy there is 'a 
place for even more of the right kind 
of advertising than at present. Fur- 
ther, advertising, the total factured 
goods, has not even been considered 
as a major cost factor in the fixing 
of price ceilings. Except in some par-

might claim

advertising 


costs as a reason for claiming price

Lt. Percy E. Ramsey 
Writes From the 
Philippines 


The following letter in tribute 


to the lJ>le Lt. Vasco Bright, Hope 
football star who was killed in 
an Army air crash at Bakcrsficlcl, 
Calif., last month, was written by 
his former teammate, Lt. Percy E. 
Ramsey, on receiving the news in 
the Philippine Islands. 


Ramsey's letter, written Novem- 


ber 1, arrived here today, Novem- 
ber 20, making the trip in nine 
days by Pacific Clipper and trans- 
continental airmail. 


Ramsey was an all-state end in 


the days of Hope's greatest high 
school football team, with Hugh

Ramsey's letter follows; 


Editor, The Star: It is with great 


sorrow and sadness that I write these 
few lines, for it brings to mind the 
passing of a grand and noble person. 
Truly it is a very dear and loyal 
friend who has gone on to leave a 
great many beloved ones to fond me- 
mories of the recent past. 


Few friends realize the true sacri- 


fice that is being made by the youth 
of our nation for the preservation of 
their homes.

Surprise Move 


Has Axis on 
Heels in Libya 


750,000 Troops 
Open New Front 
With American- 
Made Equipment

Britain's desert armies, 750,000 strong 


were reported to be driving deep into 
Libya Thursday after advancing more: 
than 50 miles on a 140 mile front in a 
vast and secretly launched offensive, 
aimed at knocking the Axis out of ' 
North Africa. 


Dispatches said the attack, which: ' ' 


started at dawn on Tuesday, set the 
German and Italian troops back on 
their heels in a shocking surprise. 


Prime Minister Churchill told par- ! 


liament that the long awaited push * 
already had won positions of "marked 
advantage" and that a decision might 
come within a few hours in the "giant 
battle of mechanization." 


"This is the first time we have met 


the Germans at least equally well 
armed," Churchill said, adding that 


ie British had waited and planned 
nd massed its 
strength 
for 
five 


months before the assault.

ihould direct or would like to direct 
he band for that performance; no 
one uttered a word and we find Bo- 
iiimir Ki-yl speaking up and saying 
that lie would.
